Logan at onoe oamo to town, gave 


himaelf up, and was admitted to bail in 
the sum of 810,000 to answer the charge 
of manslaughter. Tho knife Fortune 
had was fonud on the barn floor. It is a 
regular Italian atiletto, about five inohoa 
ong, and iu a neat scabbard engraved 
VT. W. on the silver monntings. For- 
tune had worked on tho farm for 
tho two Logans for two or three years 
post, and, whan not drinking, was gen- 
erally not quarrelsome. 
Ho has no 


relatives about here except an uncle, 
buthaa a brother near Lebanon, hi 
Boone county. 
This man formerly 


lived at Lebanon, where, five or aix 
years ago, he had some trouble with 
Oliver Witt, a deputy marshal, whom 
he slashed across the faoe with a knife.
